Added  to  this  was 
the  drawing  together  of 
state  collectors  in  the 
truly  beautiful  surroundings 
of  the  Hyatt  Regency  Hotel, 
vveather  not  withstanding, 
the  1983  South  Shore/NO^'

Milwaukee’s  South  Shore  Coin  Club 


The  South  Shore  Coin  Club  was  formed  in  January  of  1963  on  a 
Sunday  afternoon  at  St.  Roman’s  Parish  Hall,  located  at  20th  and 
Bolivar  Streets.  Six  members  formed  the  nucleus  of  the  club. 
Gene  Heinrichs  was  elected  President:  Jerome  Horzewski,  Vice 
President;  Stanley  Filopowicz,  Secretary;  Ned  Guss,  Treasurer; 
Joe  Hordyk,  Sergeant  at  Arms;  and  Doug  Van  Beek,  Librarian. 
Walter  Weis  was  also  present  as  a founding  member. 

The  club  met  informally  for  six  months  on  the  second  Sunday  of 
the  month  and  later  incorporated  as  a nonprofit  organization.  By 
the  time  of  its  formal  incorporation  the  membership  ranks  had 
grown  by  31 . 

The  club’s  first  coin  show  was  held  in  1963  at  St.  Roman’s  Par- 
ish Hall  with  a bourse  area  of  23  dealers.  In  1981  the  club  cele- 
brated major  milestone  in  its  growth  by  organizing  the  first  coin 
show  ever  held  at  Milwaukee’s  MECCA  Convention  Center,  and 
this  year  will  be  hosting  the  Numiismatists  of  Wisconsin  for  our 
state  collector  organization’s  first  ever  visit  to  the  MECCA  site. 

With  a current  total  of  56  members,  the  South  Shore  Coin  Club 
is  a member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  the  Central 
States  Numismatic  Society,  and  the  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin. 

Meetings  are  held  the  2nd  Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  July 
and  August,  at  St.  Roman’s  Parish  Hall.

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He  explained  about  the 
security  system  used  by 
their  company,  also  the  spe- 
cial inks  and  designs"  used 
in  printing  different  types 
of  securities.  The  intaglio 
latent  image  (patented  by 
American  Bank  Note  Company) 
is  an  image  that  can  only  be 
seen  when  the  product  it  is 
printed  on  is  held  at  a cer- 
tain angle  when  viewing. 
These  images  can  be  dates  or 
letters,  and  only  show  on 
genuine  products. 

.Vhen  he  was  finished  with 
his  presentation,  Mr.  Creen- 
wood  gave  everyone  some  sam- 
ples of  the  type  of  work 
that  is  done  by  the  company. 
One  booklet  included  samples 
of  a counterfeit  stock,  a 
genuine  stock,  and  a xero- 
graphic reproduction  of  the 
same  stock.  The  booklet  also 
included  information  on  how 
to  recognize  each  piece.

NOW  Will  Help! 
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My  Coin  Club 

1.  It  has  from  4 to  10  members 
who  are  Numismatists  rather 
than  collectors.  These  members 
are  the  backbone  of  the  club. 

(a)  They  are  members  of  State 
and  National  organizations,  and 
belong  to  and  attend  other 
near-by  clubs. 

(b)  They  are  dependable,  en- 
thusiastic workers  on  all  club 
projects. 

(c) The  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
have  been  in  office  for  some 
time  and  no  one  can  find  rea- 
sons for  replacing  them  in  of- 
fice. 

2.  It  has  several  Junior  members 
and  a few  women  members. 

(a)  The  Junior  members  are  our 
future  Numismatists  and  de- 
serve all  the  help  we  can  give 
them. 

(b)  In  addition  to  keeping  men 
in  line,  women  members  are 
usually  better  workers  and  make 
excellent  committee  members. 

3.  It  has  2 or  3 part  time  dealers. 

(a)  In  their  capacity  as  deal^a 
they  are  frequent  visitors  ae 
other  clubs  and  bring  back  the 
better  ideas  from  them. 

(b)  They  furnish  other  members 
a means  of  obtaining  coins  and 
supplies. 

4.  The  meeting  starts  on  time. 
The  business  session  does  not 
drag.  It  lasts  only  long  enough 
to  cover  all  necessary  business. 
Robert’s  parliamentary  proce- 
dure is  followed  without  being 
stiff  or  formal.  (This  of  course 
depends  on  the  presiding  officer 
who  should  have  enough  pride 
in  his  office  to  conduct  it 
properly). 


5.  A program  of  general  interest, 
not  less  than  15  minutes  or 
more  than  40  minutes,  is  pre- 
sented at  EACH  meeting.  These 
programs  should  be  planned  at 
least  3 months  in  advance. 
EJpn’t  hesitate  to  use  club  mem- 
bers for  these  programs,  but 
bring  in  as  many  “outsiders” 
as  possible. 

6.  The  auction  is  a part  of  every 
meeting.  The  Auctioneer  knows 
his  coins  and  doesn’t  hesitate 
to  question  or  change  the  grad- 
ing on  any  coin  he  believes  is 
wrong. 

(a)  The  auctioneer  keeps  things 
moving.  A good  rule  of  thumb 
for  older  clubs  is  Vi  minute  per 
lot.  In  the  newer  clubs  perhaps 
a minute  per  lot  is  required. 

(b)  There  are  numerous  ways 
of  speeding  up  the  auction. 
The  auction  board  is  excellent. 
Another  club  uses  a mimeo- 
graphed list  of  lots  to  be  sold. 

7.  There  is  always  a few  minutes 
left  at  the  end  of  the  meeting 
for  trading  or  gossip. 

8.  The  club  has  a good  library 
available  to  members  and  has  a 
definite  amount  set  aside  an- 
nually to  add  to  this  library.

THE  DRAKE  HOTEL 
ROBBERY  MEDALS 
By  Fred  J.  Borgmann 

A couple  years  ago  when 
gold  and  silver  prices  sky- 
rocketed and  the  smelting 
madness  which  overtook  the 
country  destroyed  countless 
historical  artifacts,  the 
loss  of  which  may  never  be 
fully  appreciated,  a gold 
medal  and  suspension  brooch 
was  sold  to  a coin  and  bu- 
llion dealer  as  scrap  gold. 
Fortunately  the  dealer  had 
enough  of  a conscience  and 
common  sense  to  forego  an 
immediate  profit  and  saved 
the  medal  for  posterity. 

The  medal  is  gold,  36.45 
mm  in  diameter,  weighs  15.20 
grams  and  is  of  three  piece 
construction.

Uhe  back  has  a pin  and 
catch  above  a ribbon  bar  and 
is  hallmarked  ''SPIhS  IJROS . 

Lronicallx^ 
since  federal  law  by  this 

time  required  gold  items  to 
have  their  gold  content  cl- 
early marked  in  karat  weight 
this  medal  and  the  seven 
others  like  it  which  were 
awarded  to  policemen  were 
technically  illegal! 

Ribbon;  z\fter  all  my  re- 
search which  included  con- 
tacting the  current  owner  of 
the  Spies  brothers  firm,  no 
record  regarding  the  ribbon 
or  even  the  medal  could  be 
found.  Blue  would  be  mv 
guess  for  the  ribbon  color. 

In  our  bureaucratic  soci- 
ety one  would  think  some  re- 
cord would  be  available  con- 
cerning this  medal  and  the 
reason  for  it's  existence. 
Spies  Brothers  Jewelers  have 
no  records  that  old.  The 
Central  Uptown  Chicago  Asso- 
ciation no  longer  exists. 
Chicago  Police  Department 
records,  if  they  exist,  can 
not  be  found.  The  Drake  Ho- 
tel has  no  knowledge  of  such 
a robbery  ever  having  taken 
place,  and  they  just  had  a 
history  of  the  hotel  done  by 
a public  relations  firm  for 
their  60th  anniversary. 
Therefore,  what  follov^s  is 
based  on  the  newspaper  ac- 
counts (sometimes  contradic- 
tory) from  the  Chicago  Trib- 


une  and  the  Chicago  Daily,

The  robbers  were:  Criku 

Nelson,  a former  waiter  inr: 
the  hotel  restaurant  who  is., 
credited  with  planning  the ^ 
robbery.  Ted  Court  who  a f ew 
weeks  earlier  shot  and  kill- j 
ed  a policeman  while  robbing-; 
the  Pantheon  Theater,  Both- 
were  shot  and  killed  by  po- 
lice  while  fleeing  the  ho- ^ 
tel.  Joseph  Holmes  and  Jack. 
Alison,  both  captured,  tri- 
ed, convicted,  and  hung  in 
the  Cook  County  Jail  Feb. 
13,  1926.  Ailliani  Marks,  | 

alias  Mullneschuck,  who  see-  j 
ms  to  have  made  good  his 
escape  with  most  of  the  sto- 
len money. 

The  robbery  began  about  . 
3:30  pm  on  July  29,  1925,  '| 
when  the  bandits  parked  ‘j 
their  stolen  light  green  H 
Cadillac  on  Lake  Shore  Dr. 
Then  they  entered  the  Dra- 
ke .Hotel  from  the  north  : 
through  the  Lake  Shore  Drive  . 
entrance.  Once  inside,  the 
bandits  immediately  went  to 
the  second  floor  administra-  ' 
tive  offices  with  Nelson  ; 
leading  the  way.  As  soon  as 
they  were  beyond  the  busy  ' 
lobby,  the  bandits  put  on  '■ 
their  masks  and  drew  their  . 
weapons.  »vilson  had  a sawed  t 
off  double  barrel  shotgun  ‘ 
and  the  rest  had  an  assort- 
ment of  pistols.  At  this 
,'Oint  it  should  also  be  no-  ' 
ted  that  the  bandits  had  ■■ 
been  drinking  since  the  mor-  j 
ning,  and  at  least  one  of  , 
them.  Holmes,  was  wildly  ’ 
drunk.  Upon  entering  the  en- 
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closure  which  the  executive 
offices  and  cashier  cages 
faced,  vVilson  and  Marks  wal- 
ked in  front  of  the  cages 
while  Nelson  and  Court  hurr- 
ied to  the  rear  of  the  ca- 
ges, Meanwhile,  Holmes  went 
into  the  large  clerical  room 
behind  the  cages,  lined  up  2 
men  and  3 women  employees 
and  relieved  them  of  their 
watches  and  some  of  their 
jewelery.  One  of  the  women 
managed  to  slip  her  diamond 
ongagement  ring  under  her 
tongue  unnoticed  by  Holmes 
who  then  took  mercy  on  her 
and  let  her  keep  her  remain- 
ing friendship  ring. 

vVhile  the  other  bandits 
were  looting  the  cages,  re- 
jecting sacks  of  coins  in 
favor  of  paper  money.  Holmes 
was  marching  his  prisoners 
back  and  forth  through  sev- 
eral unoccupied  offices  in 
military  fashion,  swearing 
and  cursing  continually, 
tlolmes  however,  had  marched 
his  parade  once  too  often 
and  one  of  the  women  kicked 
a door  shut  in  his  face!  The 

now  furious  Uolmes,  fired 
several  shots  through  the 
locked  door  and  then  ran  out 
into  the  hall  in  order  to 
circle  around  and  get  into 
the  other  room  with  his 
frightened  prisoners.  As  he 
made  the  run,  re  collided 
with  a returning  secretary, 
knocking  her  back  down  the 
flight  of  stairs  she  had 
just  come  up.  In  spite  of 
her  resulting  injuries,  the 
secretary  rushed  to  the  as- 
sistant manager  who  then 


telephoned  the  house  detect-- 
ive  James  McMurdie,  telling, 
him  of  the  robbery  in  pro-- 
gress . 

bpon  returning  to  the  cl-- 
erical  office  Holmes  saw  the. 
head  clerk,  Frank  Rodkey,, 
seated  at  his  desk  as  order-- 
ed,  and  still  grinning  from, 
watching  the  humorous  march-- 
ing  scene.  "I’ll  wipe  that. 
grin  from  your  face”,  Holmesi 
told  the  clerk  and  then  shot 
him  point  blank  in  the  abdo-- 
men  mortally  wounding  him. 

By  this  time,  the  bandits^ 
with  the  exception  of  Holmes^ 
fled  down  the  corridor  thr-- 
ough  which  they  came,  pass-* 
ing  by  the  door  of  the  house 
detective's  office.  Having 
received  the  phone  call,  and 
hearing  the  shooting,  McMur-- 
die  opened  his  ddor  a crack 
and  shot  at  the  bandits  as-

they  passed  by,  hitting 
Court  in  the  shoulder.  The 
bandits  then  began  running, 
and  Mc'^lurdie  fired  several 
more  shots  at  them.  Wilson 
returned  the  fire  with  his 
shotgun,  but  apparently  slid 
his  hand  too  far  down  the 
short  barrel  and  blew  off 
part  of  his  left  thumb. 

Holmes  meanwhile  ran  down 
the  back  (kitchen)  stairs 
and  half  the  way  down  met  an 
assistant  steward  and  a cof- 
fee boy  both  on  their  way 
up.  Holmes  yelled  ''stick'em 
up",  and  the  shocked  steward 
slipped,  fell,  and  rolled 
down  the  stairs,  leaving  the 
coffee  boy  behind  with  his 
hands  raised  high  above  his 
head.  while  Holmes  shoved 
the  boy  into  a pantry  a kit- 
r-lifii  clerk  who  had  heard 
what  was  going  on,  ran  out- 
side and  called  to  police 
officers  Clarence  Dalof  and 
John  Kelly  who  were  direct- 
ing traffic.  The  officers 
entered  the  hotel  and  con- 
fronted Holmes  who  then  shot 
Officer  Dalof  in  the  hand 
and  was  clubbed  unconscious 
by  Officer  Kelly  before  he 
could  fire  another  shot. 

Meanwhile  at  the  front  of 
the  hotel  the  remaining  ban- 
dits ran  through  the  lobby 
and  came  out  on  to  the  side- 
walk. Nelson,  Marks,  and  the 
self  wounded  Kilson  made  it 
back  to  their  car.  The  drunl^ 
and  wounded  Court  however, 
went  to  the  wrong  car.  z\t 
this  moment  two  other  police 
officers,  Patrick  Hannigan 
and  vValter  Noonan,  (Noonan 


i 

was  off  duty)  who,  when  they 
saw  Officers  Kelly  and  Dalof  . 
run  to  the  rear  of  the  hotel  I 
instinctively  started  for 
the  front,  came  around  the  ') 
corner  just  in  time  to  see  [ 
the  bandits  running  for 
their  car.  Court,  who  was  “! 
still  trying  to  get  into  the 
wrong  car,  saw  them  coming 
and  started  shooting.  Offi- 
cer  Hannigan  returned  the  >!, 
fire  and  killed  Court  just 
as  Officer  Peter  Annen  grab- 
bed Court’s  arm.  Officer 
Annen  joined  the  chase  from 
his  corner  on  Oak  Street  and 
came  up  behind  Court  unseen.  , 
This  action  gave  the  remain- 
ing bandits  enough  time  to  ,, 
get  away  in  their  Cadillac.  .• 
Since  the  car  was  parked  .. 
facing  east,  the  bandits  had 
to  drive  east,  turning  south  !■ 
at  the  next  corner,  and  then  ^ 
turning  west  on  Kalton.  From  { 
Kalton,  they  turned  north  on 
Michigan  to  Lake  Shore  Drive 
driving  furiously  towards 
Lincoln  Park  after  having 
made  a complete  circiiit  , 
around  the  Drake  Hotel.  The 
speeding  Cadillac  entered 
Lincoln  Park,  taking  the  in-  j: 
uer  boulevard  of  Stockton  ' 
Drive  with  it's  many  sharp 
turns  forcing  dozens  of  cars  ■ 
to  take  evasive  action.  5 
Their  luck  ran  out  at  the  ' 
Center  Street  intersection  ' 
when  they  crashed  into  a : 
Jewett  sedan  containing  sev- 
eral women  who  fled  at  the 
sight  of  all  the  guns.  The 
three  bandits  then  abandoned 
their  Cadillac.  Marks  and 
the  wounded  vVilson  calmly 
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walked  south  for  one  block 
and  then  hailed  a Yellow  Cab 
directing  the  driver  to  the 
corner  of  iV'inthrop  and  Argy- 
le.  From  there  they  walked 
to  Marks ' rented  room  where 
‘Vilson  tried  to  bandage  his 
thumb,  and  they  split  up  the 
portion  of  the  stolen  money 
that  Marks  was  carrying.  Af- 
ter this  the  two  split  up. 
Ailson  left  his  money  with 
the  owner  of  Cozzi's  restau- 
rant for  safe  keeping.  Cozzi 
in  turn  called  a Or,  Chesrow 
who  had  wilson  taken  to  the 
Jefferson  Park  Hospital  whe- 
re he  was  treated  and  event- 
ually arrested  later  that 
evening.  Marks  seem.s  to  have 
made  good  his  escape,  and  as 
of  mid  Sept.  1925,  had  not 
been  captured. 

The  third  bandit  in  the 
wrecked  Cadillac  was  Melson. 
Nelson,  with  pistol  in  hand 
attempted  to  commandeer  a 
Chrysler  touring  car  but  the 
frightened  driver  killed  the 
engine  and  Nelson  couldn’t 
get  it  started  again.  Nelson 
then  commandeered  a passing 
Yellow  Cab  with  a woman  pas- 
senger. Nelson  jumped  into 
the  back,  knocking  the  woman 
to  the  floor,  shoved  his  gun 
a'^,ainst  the  drivers  back, 
ordered  him  to  drive  north 
and  to  "drive  like  he]l". 

South  bound  police  officer 
Arthur  wingren  saw  what  was 
happening,  commandeered  a 
Marmon  sedan,  and  gave  chase 
while  standing  on  the  runn- 
ing board.  As  the  chase  mov- 
ed north  along  Sheridan  Road 
through  the  various  inter-

Park  iilvd.  both  commandeeredi 
cars.

commandeered  a bauer  Cab.,| 
The  chase  must  have  beer: 
quite  a sight;  cars  weaving 
in  and  out  of  the  heavy  rush 
hour  traffic  with  policemeir 
on  the  running  boards  occas-- 
ionally  exchanging  gun  shotb 
with  Nelson  in  his  fleeinp 
cab.  North  on  Clark  Street 
Nelson’s  cab  driver  slower, 
down  preparing  to  jump  out 
when  Nelson  leaned  forwarc. 
and  hit  him  on  the  back  oJ 
the  head  with  his  pistol 
The  driver  went  sprawl  in<. 
headlong  into  the  stree  j 
leaving  the  cab  out  of  con  J 
trol  to  crash  head  on  into  M 
trolley  car  near  Carmen  Avel

Nelson  jumpea  out  of  the 
cab,  ran  on  foot  along  wino- 
na  Ave.  and  then  turned  into 
an  alley  with  Officers  Broe- 
cker  and  Kiefer  hot  on  his 
heels,  (Officer  Wingren  had 
stopped  to  reload  his  gun) . 
Nelson  ducked  into  a base- 
ment entrance  at  1454  Foster 
Ave.  Officer  Broecker,  close 
behind  him,  used  his  empty 
gun  to  club  Nelson  on  the 
head.  ^hen  Officer  Kiefer 
ran  up),  Nelson  and  Officer 
Broecker  were  grappling  with 
a gun  between  them.  Nelson 
now  in  control  of  the  gun 
and  not  knowing  it  was  empty 
was  trying  to  point  it  at 
Officer  Broecker 's  chest. 

Officer  Kiefer  seeing  an  im- 
mediate threat  to  Officer 
Broecker 's  life,  fired  one 
shot  through  Nelson's  head, 
killing  him  instantly. 

For  their  actions  in  pur- 
suit of  the  Drake  Hotel  rob- 
bers, the  eight  policemen 
named  in  this  account  were 
awarded  gold  medals  just 
like  Officer  Kiefer’s  medal. 
Fach  medal  had  the  recipi- 
ents initials  engraved  on 
the  shield,  and  their  names 
included  in  the  legend  on 
the  back.  In  addition,  each 
officer  won  the  $100  Chicago 
Trib.  Police  Heoism  Award. 

Officer  Kiefer  must  have 
had  an  interesting  career. 
As  early  as  August  7,  1917 
he  and  a lifeguard  saved  two 
girls  from  drowning  in  Lake 
Michigan.  On  March  12,  1932, 
Sgt.  Kiefer  was  shot  and 
wounded  during  a Communist 
instigated  anti-Japanese  ri- 


ot. On  March  30,  1933,  Sgt. 
Kiefer  and  his  team  won  the 
Lincoln  Park  Board  Team  Rev- 
olver Shooting  trophy,  Sgt. 
Kiefer  died  Dec.  13,  1942  at 
56  years  of  age,  leaving  a 
wife  and  four  children.  It 
is  kind  of  a sad  thought  to 
think  that  one  of  them  or 
their  children  would  have 
sold  his  medal  for  scrap. 

Finally,  special  thanks 
are  due  to  Miss.  L.  K. , for 
without  her  many  long  hours 
spent  searching  through  ree- 
ls of  micro  filmed  newspap- 
ers this  article  might  never 
have  been  written,  and  to 
Chicago  Police  Officer  Thom- 
as A.  Molyneaux,  who  went 
out  of  his  way  to  help  me 
gain  access  to  some  very  in- 
teresting scrap  books.

TO  CHA.NGE  COURSE? 

By  Robert  C,  Kraft 

Most  hobbyists  are  quite 
familiar  with  TRENDS  as  they 
relate  to  the  value  of  their 
numismatic  holdings.  Are  we 
familiar,  however,  with  cha- 
nging trends  as  they  relate 
to  shows,  be  they  club  sh- 
ows, regional  or  commercial; 
1 think  noti 

While  an  admitted  novice 
in  this  field,  the  writer 
does  speak  with  the  exper- 
ience of  having  directed  the 
1982  NOtV  Show,  and  our  April 
17,  1983,  Madison  Coin  Club 
Show,  both  hosted  by  an  act- 
ive Madison  group.  1 do  att- 
end many  area  shows  each 
year . 

My  thoughts  on  shows  fol- 
low. A show's  success  is  un- 
derstandably measured  by 
dealers  based  on  their  vol- 
ume of  business  coupled  with 
possible  contacts  they  make 
for  future  dealings.  A sh- 
ow's success  is  measured  by 
hobbyists  based  on  their  ab- 
ility to  add  to  their  coll- 
ections, no  matter  the  size 
of  the  bourse;  again,  quite 
understandable.  A show's 
success  is  measured  by  ex- 
hibitors based  on  the  qual- 
ity of  exhibits;  quite  un- 
derstandable, win  or  lose.  A 
show's  success  is  measured 
by  local  club  members  based 
on  attendance;  again  quite 
understandable,  but  not  nec- 
essarily reasonable.  A sh- 


ow's success  to  directing  i 
personnel  is  based  on  all  of 
the  above,  PLUS  a financial  II 
statement.  Throw  in  a few 
little  odds  and  ends  such' as  i 
the  number  of  dealers  and  i 
exhibitors,  the  number  of 
potential  new  club  members  ^ 
contacted,  minimal  complain-  ,! 
ts,  good  security,  absense 
of  problems,  and  cooperation  | 

frOiii  club  members  to  assist  . 
at  the  myriad  of  tasks  that  ,,, 
must  be  done.  If  a show  is 
done  correctly,  1 can  assure 
hobbyists  that  the  directing 
personnel  go  home  more  tired 
than  the  dealers,  exhibitors  ; 
and  public  combined. 

Now  to  the  problem  -it's 
financial.  Over  the  past  de- 
cade, we  appear  to  have  gra-  * 
duated  from  church  base- 
ments, gymnasiums,  and  non-  ; 
ventilated  small  halls,  to 
rather  deluxe,  spacious,  and  y- 
COSTLY  facilities.  Granted, 
this  is  not  trnje  in  all  in- 
stances, but  the  trend  app-  j! 
ears  obvious  in  larger  comm- 
unities, All  costs  are  es-  :: 
calating  rapidly.  Pressures 
mount  for  added,  expensive, 
publicity  and,  I suspect, 
bourse  fees  rise  according- 
ly. At  the  same  time,  the 
bottom  line  financial  return 
diminishes  - this  TREND  can- 
not continue. 

Let's  investigate  gener- 
ating added  revenue.  First, 
forget  about  voluntary  con- 
tributions as  unrealistic,  ^ 
So,  it's  not  unusual  to  find 
club  members  near  the  door 
hawking  tickets  on  a gold 
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coin  or,  perhaps  an  honorary 
membership.  Nothing  wrong 
with  that  basically.  How- 
ever, my  observations  are 
that  any  ticket  sales  de- 
tract from  the  club  per  se, 
»Ve  see  this  hawking  of  tick- 
ets at  the  spot  where  the 
CLUB  INFORMATION  table  sh- 
ould be,  (i.^'iembers  ’ efforts 
towards  selling  tickets  wou- 
ld be  better  directed  towar- 
ds enhancing  the  local  club 
membership) . The  practice 
may  jamb  up  the  entrance  to 
the  public,  whose  first  in- 
terest was  to  attend  the 
show  and  not  stand  outside 
writing  their  name  on  tick- 
ets . 

The  writer  suggests  then, 
that  we  must  change  the 
trend.  How?  By  a simple  ad- 
mission charge!  A nominal 
?1.00  fee  for  adults,  no 
charge  for  juniors.  It  is  as 
simple  as  that,  fake  a buck 
at  the  door  and  pass  the 
people  in.  Use  receipts  to 
enhance  advertising;  keep 
the  bourse  fee  reasonable; 
don’t  kill  the  goose! 

■^ell  over  six  hundred 
persons  passed  thru  the 
doors  in  Madison  on  April 
l7th.  ^Ve  did  not,  incident- 
ally, sell  tickets.  These 
same  persons,  be  they  hobby- 
ists, curiosity  seeking  pub- 
lic, or  whatever,  are  will- 
ing to  pay  an  admission 
charge!  It  is  not  uncommon 
in  Wisconsin  to  pay,  to  at- 
tend antique  whows,  book 
shows,  some  flea  markets.  It 
is  not  unusual  to  pay  for 
parking,  dependm^or^^ie 


location.  The  admission  cha-- 
rge  has  not,  I contend,  de-- 
tered  people  from  attending, 
in  this  area,  nor  have  crow-- 
ds  diminished  at  State  fair 
Park  and  elsewhere.  One  dri-- 
ves  several  miles  to  attend!

AMUSING  DEALER  STORY

Some  issues  back  in  NO'.V 
News,  one  of  the  stories  re- 
lated to  "occupational  haz- 
ards" as  experienced  by  some 
of  the  dealers.

I 
mused  back,  "that’s  nice", 
whereupon  she  continued  with 
"I  called  you  yesterday  and 
mentioned  this  coin,  and  you 
(me)  mentioned  that  the  coin 
is  worth  at  least  $1,000  or 
more.  Now  that  I have  the 
coin,  can  I bring  it  right 
down  to  show  you"? 

Of  course,  trying  to  be 
as  fair  as  possible  to  who- 
ever quoted  her  the  $1,000 
figure,  and  there  being  only 
one  other  dealer  in  this 
locale,  I decided  to  give 
her  instructions  on  how  to 
locate  the  $1,000  buyer.  She 
explained  how  she  would  be 
arriving  at  Grand  Ave.  in 
kVausau,  from  NN,  near  the 


Kraft  I'ood  Riant,  so  1 told 
her,  "take  a right  on  Grand 
going  towards  the  Marathon 
County  Courthouse,  go  past 
the  courthouse,  approximat- 
ely 3 blocks,  turn  left  for 
two  blocks,  then  another 
left  for  one  block,  and  left 
for  about  three  buildings 
and  your  in  front  of  the 
store  at  311  Washington  St.
